Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  Countj'-  Council  and  by  General  Practitioners 
in  the  District.  The  following  figures  are  quoted  by  courtesy  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer, 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

A total  number  of  30  persons  v^fere  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during 
the  year,  and  17  others  were  re -vaccinated. 

Vaccination  agai nst  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration 
with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the 
vaccination  of  new  born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cou gh  and  Tetanus  immuni sations 

A total  number  of  33  persons  wore  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year,  and  33  were  immunised  against  Vi/hooping  Cough  and  33  v/ere  immunised  against 
Tetanus .

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1968* 

Refuse  Col lection* 

A wec.-cly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year 
from  all  properties  within  the  Urban  District*  Few  problems  in  the 
administration  of  the  service  arose. 

Refuse  Disposal* 


The  refuse  tip,  situated  at  Refail  Newydd  continues  to  cause  concern. 
Tipping  space  becomes  ever  more  restricted  and  although  attempts 
at  control  are  constantly  made,  the  lack  of  covering  material  and 
mechanisation  renders  much  of  the  work  compleftely  ineffective* 
Negotiations  are  well  in  hand  for  the  joint  refuse  disposal  scheme  at; 
Penhesflyn* 

Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal, 

No  major  alterations  took  place  during  the  year*  No  problems  arose 
rege-t  ding  the  four  crude  sewage  outfalls  tdiich  discharge  to  the  Menai 
Stra>  t but  nevertheless,  design  work  continued  on  the  new  Slweragce 
and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  and  discussions  continued  with  the  various 

bodioa  having  an  interest  ihn the  proposed  new  outfall  to  the  Strait* 
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Public  Conveniences 


Of  the  two  sets  of  public  conveniences  in  the  Town,  one,  situated 
on  Wood  Street  continues  to  be  a problem  due  to  its  inadequacy  and 
poor  structural  condition.  It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will 
see  the  completion  of  new  public  conveniences  adjacent  to  the  new 
branch  library  and  the  consequent  closure  of  the  existing  ones;  The 
other  set  has  been  maintained  in  a clean  mnd  satisfactory  condition 
despite  several  acts  of  vandalism. 

Food  Hygiene, 


Hotels,  cafes  and  food  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year, 
but  it  is  hoped  considerably  more  time  will  be  available  in  future  so  that 
this  important  work  can  be  tackled  in  a more  systematic 
and  thorough  manner. 

Ice  Cream. 


Hy  far  the  bulk  of  ice  cream  sold  within  the  District  is  prepacked, 
the  small  amount  of  unpacked  being  sold  by  mobile  vendors.  It  is 
hoped  that  more  time  will  be  available  for  routine  bacteriological 
sampling  in  future  than  hitherto. 

Food  Poisoning. 


No  (Cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 
Rodent  Control, 


Rodent  control  in  domestic  properties  continued  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  Council's  rodent  operator.  Control  on  the  Council's  refuse  tip 
and  in  public  sewers  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  a private  company 
on  a contract  basis. 

Factories  Act, 


The  number  of  factories  in  which  section  1-6  are  enforced  by  the  Local 
Authority  rec^vined  at  sixteen.  Thirteen  inspections  were  made,  no  defects 
of  particular  note  were  found. 

oprices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises. 

Regular  inspections  of  the  76  registered  premises  continued  during  the 
year. 

Swimming  Pool, 

There  is  no  swimming  pool  within  the  District,  A small  children's 
paddling  pool  is  situated  on  the  Belgian  Promenade  and  maintained  during 
the  summer  months. 

Water  Supplies, 

All  houses  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  District  are  served  by  st  mains  water 
' supijly  provided  by  the  Anglesey  County  Council,  There  are  a few 
properties,  in  the  outlying  areas  which  rely  on  wells  and  springs.

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Building  Control 


Inspections  required  by  the  Building  Regulations  are  carried  out  by 
the  Department,  there  being  19  new  properties  erected  during  the  year. 

Petroleum  Storage. 

Eight  premises  were  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  during 
the  year,  the  total  amount  of  petrol  stored  in  the  Town  being 
41,500  gallons.  Some  of  the  tanks  are  believed  to  be  over  twenty  years 
old  and  testing  will  need  to  be  carried  out  in  future  years  to  verify 
their  good  condition,  before  renewal  of  licences.  There  are  also 
several  derelict  petrol  tanks  and  arrangements  were  made  to  have  these 
rendered  as  safe  as  possible  or  removed.
